MILES TO ICELAND ' 


Leader's Plane and Another 
Damaged in Collision

LONDONDERRY, North Ireland, 
July 3—Unfavorable weather today 
delayed the departure of Air Min- 
ister Italo Balbo’s armada of Italian 
flyers on the 930-mile hop to Reyk- 
javik, Iceland. 

After a long sleep, following a 
quick flight from Amsterdam, Gen- 
Ral Balbo and his comrades were 
up early, ready to leave, but a haze 
hung over Lough Foyle, and weath- 
er experts reported flying conditions 
were bad. 

Consequently. it was decided to 
interrupt the flight, which started 
Saturday at Orbetello, Italy, and has 
Chicago for its destination. 

Conditions in Iceland indicated 
that depressions might develop in 
such a way to hamper the progress 
of the fleet to America, the reports 
said, and General Balbo decided 
to remain here until he is assured 
f good weather. 

Hotel proprietors, where the 
Italian officers are staying, were 
notified they would retain their 
rooms tonight. 

Damaged Planes Repaired. 
The commander’s plane and an- 
other flying boat were slightly dam- 
aged as a result of a collision with 
a refueling boat. Both were re- 
paired in the Londonderry shipyard 
by Italian mechanics. 
Italian Ambassador Grandi and 
Finance Minister Jung, who had 
come to see the aviators, left for 
London. 
Tremendous crowds greeted the 
flyers yesterday. Roads to London- 
derry were choked with vehicles. 
Fine weather prevailed as the sea- 
planes came in, something over four 
ours after they left the Zuyder 
mee, 650 miles away. Their waking 
hurs were filled with ovations, 
but the men were sent to bed early. 

Gen. Balbo was brought to land 
in a Royal Air Force launch. En- 
thusiastic cheers went up as he sa- 
luted the throng. Gen. Aldo Pelle- 


grini, second in command, landed.

er officers was given a civic recep- 
tion at Prince’s Pier. 

Gen. Balbo inspected troops in 
Guild Hall Square, and was cheered 
after a band played the Italian an- 
hem. Many-of the 100,000 persons

flowers in their path, and the Gen- 
eral kissed his hand to them. Six- 
foot policemen restrained the cheer- 
Ing crowds only with difficulty as 
the flyers proceeded to their hotel. 

The commander telephoned Rome 
upon his arrival, and informed Pre- 
Mier Mussolini of the armada’s 
Progress. Mussolini was described 
as being delighted with the suc- 
céss of the cruise.

BOARDMAN, INJURED 
~IN'AIR RAGE -DIES 


Aviator, Who Flew From New 
York to Istanbul, Succumbs 
in Indianapolis. 


By the Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 3.— 
Russell Boardman, 35-year-old 
sportsman and aviator injured Sat- 
urday during the Transcontinental 
Air race, died this morning at City 
Hospital. His home was in Boston. 

The one-time co-holder of the 
world’s long-distance non-stop 
flight record, succumbed to inju- 
ries which included a fractured 
skull, a broken shoulder and a 
punctured lung. At his bedside 
were Mrs. Boardman, who flew 
here from Providence, R. I., and his 
brother, Earl, who came from Al- 
buquerque, N. M. His death ended 
a 12-year flying career. 

Poardman crashed Saturday 
morning as he lifted his small plane 
from Municipal Airport here with 
1200 gallons of gasoline to continue 
his New York-to-Los Angeles flight 
in the $10,000 speed race. Twenty- 
five feet from the ground, a cross 
wind caught the craft. It flopped 
over, hit the ground and bounded 
about. Boardman dropped uncon- 
scious from the -cockpit when 
ground crews lifted the overturned 
ship. 

Boardman had had many narrow 
escapes during a career that in- 
cluded motorcycle racing, speed- 
boat piloting and trans-Atlantic 
flying. His greatest feat in the 
air was the flight from New York 
to Istanbul, Turkey, in 1931, with 
John Polando of Lynn, Mass., as 
co-pilot. They made the 5000-mile 
journey in 49 hours. It stood for 
some time as the world’s long-dis- 
tance, non-stop flight record. 

Recently Boardman and Rosetta 
Valenti, Italian aviatrix, announced 
plans for a non-stop flight to Rome 
late this month in the same plane 
he used to fly to Istanbul. 

The plane which figured in the 
fatal crash Saturday was the one 
in which Maj. James H. Doolittle 
last year established a land plane 
speed record of 294.88 miles an 
‘hour. Boardman had planned to 
fly it in the national speed races 
this week at Los Angeles.

thirds of all emergency relief 
funds spent in 28 large cities dur- 
ing May came from the United 
States Treasury. 

This was disclosed today in a 
tabulation of relief expenditures 
compiled from telegrams sent by 


relief officials to Harry L. Hopkins, 
Federal Administrator. It showed 
that of all recorded expenditures 
67.6 per cent were from Federal 
funds; 6 per cent from State trea- 
suries; 19.4 from city and county 
appropriations, and 7 per cent from 
private charitable organizations. 

Another tabulation issued by 
Hopkins showed that’ relief expen- 
ditures per capita ranged from 
$1.186 in Massachusetts and $1.052 
in Illinois, to .017 in Maryland. It 
also showed that Federal funds 
spent per capita were from .931 
cents in Illinois to .014 in Califor- 
nia. are 

A total of $29,533,827 went for 
emergency relief in the 28 cities. 
Of this, $19,862,489 -was Federal 
money; $1,782,070 State funds; $5,- 
725,396 city and county and §$2,- 
063,872 private funds. 

The largest expenditures were in 
New York City, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Cleveland, Los Angeles and 
Detroit. Total expenditures in New 
York were $8,545,692; Chicago $5,- 
348,000; Philadelphia, $1,358,753; 
Cleveland, $1,067,000; Los Angeles, 
$2,068,475 and Detroit, $1,453,967. 

The New York expenditures were 
69.5 per cent Federal, while those 
of Chicago were 95.7. Private 
agencies spent $1,102,149 in New 
York; $204,000 in Chicago; $71,000 in 
Philadelphia and $50,000 in Cleve- 
land. 

Total expenditures in St. Louis 
were $569,019, Kansas City, $190,176. 
The St. Louis expenditures were 
$364,961 Federal, $194,037 municipa) 
and $10,021 private.

Considers Executive’s 
Stand, Makes That Pro- 
posal for Use of Gold and 
Silver Untenable.

LONDON, July 3-—The American 
delegation interpreted President 
Roosevelt’s declaration today on 
gold as making the Pittman reso- 
lution, calling for return to the 
gold standard with the part option- 
al use of.silver, now untenable and 
was reported to be. considering a 
substitute for this measure. 

Several members of the Amer- 
ican group interpreted the Presi- 
dent’s statement that “the United 
States seeks a kind of dollar which 
a generation hence will have the 
same purchasing and debt-paying 
power as the dollar value we hope 
to attain in the near future,” as a 
flat declaration of a commodity or 
compensated dollar, along the gen- 
eral lines advocated by Prof. Irving 
Fisher. 

The Pittman resolution said: 
“Gold should be re-established as 
an international measure of ex 
change values,’ but proposed alter- 
ations in the. use of the yellow met- 
al, namely, reduction of the mini- 
mum central bank reserves from 
the usual 40 per cent to 25 per cent 
and the optional use of one-third 
silver in place of gold. 

In the light of the new statement 
from President Roosevelt, how- 
ever, delegation quarters felt this 
formula to be too rigid and be- 
lieved that a new declaration was 
necessary. 

Delegation In Doubt. 

The delegation was not yet clear, 
however, whether President Roose- 
velt favored varying the number of 
grains of gold in the dollar as 
necessary to curb fluctuations in 
the wholesale price index, along 
the lines of the Fisher plan, or 
some other program. 

If the interpretation in important 
American quarters here of the 
President’s statement is correct, it 
would mean that for the first time 
major country had entered defi- 
nitely on a managed currency with 
the avowed objective of keeping 
the price level stable. 

Great Britain has kept a more 
or less stable price level through 
currency Management since she 
was forced off the gold standard 
nearly two years ago but has not 
committed herself to such a pro- 
gram, announcing rather her’ in- 
tention to return, eventually, to 
the gold standard. 

Sweden’s Experiment. 

Sweden, however, has been defi- 
nitely experimenting with a man- 
aged currency along the lines of 
altering its value from time to 
time to check advances or declines 
in the price index. 

Since Sweden went off the gold 
standard, having a relatively small 
currency, she has been able _ to 
achieve this end by merely peg-

ROOSEVELT SHARPLY WARNS 
~ CONFERENCE TO DROP CURRENCY 
PROBLEM, TACKLE OTHER THINGS — 


LONDON, July 3. 
FOLLOWING is the tezt of 
President Roosevelt’s mes- 
sage to the World Economic 
Conference: 

I would regard it as a catas- 
trophe amounting to a. world 
tragedy if the great conference 
of nations called to bring about 
amore real and permanent 
financial stability and a greater 
prosperity to the masses of all 
nations should, in advance of any 
serious effort consider these 
broader problems, allow itself 
to be diverted by the proposal 
of a purely artificial and tem- 
porary experiment affecting the 
monetary exchange of a few na- 
tions only. 

Such action, such diversion, 
shows a singular lack of pro- 
portion and failure to remem- 
ber the larger purposes for 
which the economic conference 
originally was called together. 
I do not relish the thought that 
the insistence on such action 
should be made the excuse for 
continuance of the basic eco- 
nomic errors that underlie so 
much of the present world-wide 
depression. 

“Temporary, Artificial Stability.” ° 

The world will not long be 
lulled by the specious policy of 
achieving a temporary and 
probably an artificial stability 
in foreign exchange on the part 
of a few large countries only. 

The sound, internal economic 
system of a nation is a greater 
factor in its well-being than the 
price of its currency in chang- 
ing terms of currencies of other 
nations. 

It is for this reason that re- 
duced costs of government, ade- 
quate Government income, and 
ability to serve its Government 
debts are all so important to ul- 
timate stability. 

So too, all fetishes of

called international bankers 
are being replaced by efforts 
to plan national currencies 
with the objective of giving to 
those currencies a continuing 
purchasing power which does 
not greatly vary in terms of 
the commodities and need of 
modern civilization. 

Let me be frank in saying 
that the United States of Amer- 
ica seeks the kind of dollar 
which a generation hence will 
have the same purchasing and 
debt-paying power as the dollar 
value we hope to attain in the 
near future. That objective 
means more to the good of oth- 
er nations than a fixed ratio for 
a month or two in terms of the 
pound or franc. 

Our broad -purpose is perma- 
nent stabilization of every na- 
tioh’s. currency. Gold or gold 
and silver can well continue to 
be a metallic reserve behind 
currencies, but this is not the 
time to dissipate all reserves. ;' 
When the world works out con- 
certed policies in the majority 
of nations to produce balanced 
budgets and living within their 
means then we can properly 
discuss a better distribution of 
the world’s gold and silver sup- 
ply to act as a reserve base of 
national currencies. 

Restoration of world trade is 
an important partner both in 
the means and in the result. 
Here also temporary exchange 
fixing is not the true answer. 
We must rather mitigate exist- 
ing embargoes to make easier 
the exchange of products. of 
which one nation has and the 
other has not. 

The conference was called to 
better and perhaps to cure fun- 
damental economic ills.

In words plainly aimed at the 
French, the President denounced 
the use of stabilization demands as 
“an excuse for a continuance of 
basic economic errors” underlying 
the depression. Mr. Roosevelt said 
that when a majority of nations 
balanced their budgets and lived 
within their means it would be time 
enough to talk of monetary reform. 
This was interpreetd by some a5 @ 
reference to France’s unbalanced 
budget, its huge military expendi- 
tures and its uncollected domestic 
taxes.

“The loans,” said Chairman 
Jones, “will be for one year at 5 
per cent interest and will be se- 
cured by notes of the Amtorg Trad- 
ing Corporation, an American cor 
poration owned by the Russian Gov- 
ernment, unconditionally guarar- 
teed by the State Bank of the U. 
s. Ss. R.” 
At the time of shipment, the Am- 
torg company will make a down 
payment of 38 per cent of the pur- 
chase price. The remaining pay- 
ments will be spread over the year.

The decision to finance the cot- 
ton purchases of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment—the Amtorg company is 
in effect as much a governmental 
agency as the R. F. C-—the Demo- 
cratic administration reversed the 
policy of the Hoover regime.

FRENCH PRESIDENT 


Without Mentioning Him by 
Name Deprecates His Policies 
at Conference.

PARIS, July 3—President Albert 
Lebrun, in a speech at Besancon 
yesterday, bluntly criticised Presi-

He reiterated French advocacy 
of controlled production through 
international ts.

credits which some propose and 
which hardly can be recommend- 
ed by recent experience.” 

It is “an evident truth,” Lebrun 
said, that stable money is “imperi- 
ously needed” for “to speak of 
tariff adjustments with fluctuat- 
ing money is pure utopia.”

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LEAGUE COMMITTEE TO AID 
RECONSTRUCTION In’ CHINA 
Group to Make Study With 
View to Licreasing Assistance 
mewn Lng:

GENEVA, July 3.—The League of 
Nations virtually took over the eco- 
nomic and financial reorganization 
of China today when the council 
voted to appoint a special commit- 
tee to study the ways and means 
of increasing assistance already 
given China.

East St. Louisan Slightly 
Wounded in First of Pro- 
gressive Auto Thefts by 
Two or More Men. 


Progressive automobile theft, “ac- 
companied by money robberies and 
reckless shooting, in which one 
man was slightly wounded, was 
carried on by two or more men 
on Illinois highways near St. Louis, 
early today. 

The first of the robberies report- 
ed to Madison and St. Clair County 
authorities was that of Henry 
Dankenbring, 1316 North Park 


drive, East St. Louis, former state 
highway patrolman. He was held 
up about midnight on Highway No. 
40, near Fairmount racetrack, and 
robbed of his Ford car. 

Dankenbring saw but two of the 
robbers, who got out of an auto- 
mobile after they had forced him 
to the side of the road.

From this point on, the activites 
of four robbers were reported. On 
No. 50, near O’Fallon, they held up 
George H. Abeln of 1608 Glen 
Court drive, Welliston, and took his 
Hudson sedan and $14. Abeln 
stopped only after the robbers fired 
on him, one shot striking his car. 
Abeln, his wife and two sons were 
set out at the roadside, and when 
he remonstrated, one of the rob- 
bers said, “We don’t give a darn 
how you get home.”

The confession told how five 
‘Germans, al] former seamen, plead- 
ed that they were broke and 
begged passage from Tangku, the 
seaport of Tientsin, to Shanghai, in 
the crew’s quarters aboard the 
Shengan. The steamer’s Russian 
skipper, Boris Vikham, at first was 
reluctant to take them on board, 
but finally consented to do so 

On June 28, when the Shengan 
was 200 miles from Shanghai, the 
quintet seized the ship, the confes- 
sion said, murdered Vikham, the 
Rugésian mate, the mate’s wife, the 
wireless operator and the seven 
Chinese and threw their bodies into 
the shark®*infested waters. 

Taudin then harangued 58 Chi- 
nese who were left alive, urging 
them to join his enterprise and 
promising to divide the booty 
equitably with them when the cargo 
had been sold in America. Most of 
them refused to join. These were 
manacled and locked in the hold, 
and a skeleton crew took the ship 
toward Dairen.

War Veterans Find Lite — 
Easy in Forestry Corps 


But Old Military Habits Linger Among 200 
Ex-Soldiers in Training at Jef- 
ferson Barracks. 


Tenting on an army camp ground 
for the first time in about 15 years, 


200 World War veterans at Jeffer- 
son Barracks—enrollied by special 
dispensation in the civilian conser- 
vation corps—are attempting to re- 
cover from their amazement at an 
utter lack of military discipline and 
having a hard time doing it. 
“Why, we just naturally can’t get 
used to it,” said one veteran today, 
“not having an officer jump on us 
or a top kick bawlis us out. It 
doesn't seem possible.” 

But old military habits still linger. 
Hands instinctively start to salute 
as an officer approaches; the march 
to the mess hall falls automatically 
into cadence; slouching shoulders 
are beginning to straighten; camp 
life fell into ordered grooves within 
24 hours after the arrival of the 
first contingent last week. 

And the former soldiers, men 
from Southern Illinois, virtually. all 
with overseas fighting records, are 
doing what few duties there are to 
do at the barracks with alacrity 
and anticipating the day when 
they will enter a_ reforestation 
camp. 

Contrast Between ‘17 and ’33. 
The business of being jobiess for 
a couple of years—hardly a man 
has worked within that period—has 
failed to break their morale. Nor 
has the contrast between the can- 
tonments of 1917, when they were 
hailed as heroes out to “make the 
world safe for democracy,” and the 
work camps of the present affected 
their attitude. 

“This may be just a meal ticket 
but it sure looks good to me,” ob- 
served one man, who once handled 
a machine gun in the Argonne. 
Others expressed relief they are 
able to earn something to send 
home to their families. 

“One thing—so far the mess is 
better than it was in the service,” 
remarked a former Sergeant. 

That evoked a series of remarks, 
men moving toward the middle of 
the company street, exchanging 
comparisons of a day when they 
were as young as the regular re- 
forestation recruits. 

“The work’s a lot easier,” called 
one. 

“Safer, too,” 
“no G. L cans 
here.” 

“No, and~not so much goldfish 


rejoined another, 
busting around 


and corned willie,” yelled his tent- 
mate. 

Pride because they are former 
soldiers already has affected the 
men, who look with condescension 
on the young men of the C.C.C. ~ 

“Why, those boys were scared of 
the typhoid inoculation needle,” 
said one, “but we were used to that. 
Just yell—‘soldier, watch that nee- 
die’ and they’d faint. But after the 
examinations we went through dur- 
ing the Big Show—it’s a joke.” 

Colonel a Frequent Visitor. 

Col Walter Krueger, commandant 
at Jefferson Barracks, who already 
has supervised the conditioning of 
10,000 recruits for the reforestation 
camps, has aided in promoting the 
morale of the veterans’ camp, situ- 
ated on the site of the annual Citi- 
zen’s Military Training Camp. 

Into the camp he saunters at odd 
hours, talking informally to men 
who half-sheepishly try not to 
jump to attention at his appear- 
ance. At first, they were inclined 
to: be more formal than their com- 
mander. Now they gather around. 

“You fellows are veterans,” cas- 
ually remarked the Colonel, “a good 
example to the younger men in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps.” 

That was enough. Officers as- 
signed to the camp said today that 
the men manifested “a steadiness 
and reliability” that made their 
tasks light. Already the campers 
are forecasting that “we'll cut 
down about 10 trees to every one 
the others do.” 

Without orders the veterans are 
inclined to be neat. Every variety 
of working garb can’t hide a trace 
of smartness in their bearing; the 
morning shave is not neglected; it’s 
not necessary te instruct the men 
to keep their camp clean and in 
order. 

Nor is it necessary to blow more 
than one note of mess call before 
the men start for the big mess hall 
where they eat cafeteria style, with 
plenty of cold drinks and even 
“seconds.’ 

Two big field kitchens, like those 
functioning at the reforestation 
camps, stand unused. The veterans 
hardly giance at them; nothing new 
in field ranges to them or scores of 
other military appurtenances which 
bewildered most of the recruits who 
passed through the barracks before 
them.

HEAVY WINDSTORM 
IN CHICAGO: 20 HURT 


Municipal Airport Damage Es- 
timated at $300,000; 40 Sub- 
urban Cottages Wrecked.

CHICAGO, July 3—A_ wind- 
storm swept over a 30-mile course 
from Elgin, Ill., to Chicago ‘early 
estimates of the damage, some of 
them as high as $2,000,000. 
Along the Fox River valley, be- 
tween Elgin and St. Charlies, about 
40 cottages were wrecked. Fifty 
others were unroofed. Huge trees 


in Chicago’s suburbs—Gien Ellyn, 
Wheaton and other localities— 
were snapped in two. 

There were no fatalities, but 
about 20 persons were injured. 

In Chicago about 28 houses 
were unroofed, power lines were 
broken and more than 30 fires 
kept firemen busy. Hail added to 
the damage of the wind in some 
localities and much of the loss 
was due to ruined truck gardens. 

The Chicago Municipal Airport 
was hard hit. Twenty planes 
were damaged. One was wrecked 
with a loss of $25,000 and an em- 
ploye was seriously injured. Of- 
ficials estimate the total damage 
at $300,000.

The Pres- 
ident, when he signed the bill, stated that “unfairly” 
high prices and “inordinate” profits were to be 
barred. But no one can tell how far prices can be 
hoisted without unfairness or how large profits may 
grow before they become inordinate. 

Neither the act nor the present announcements of 
policy contain any guides for the control of prices 
and profits. It is in the development of this control 
that the administration will meet its crucial] test. 
Prof. Paul H. Douglas of the University of Chicago, 
in a review of Prof. Tugwell’s book, “The Industria! 
Discipline,” appearing in the Nation, has well stated 
the implications of the situation: 


The real ultimate difficulty with the program 
of legalized cartels lies in the assumption that 
there is a sufficiently strong and independent 
force outside of capitalism which can control it. 
At the moment, we have a progressive President 
and an able body of advisers, recruited in the 
main from the universities, who heve no per- 
sonal axes to grind. Moreover, industry, in its 
despair, is uttering words of repentance. But if 
prosperity shovld return, capitalism would once 
again wish to throw off any effective control. The 
question would then arise whether Rooseveltian 
liberalism would be strong enough to check it. 
We have thus far been unable to regulate our pub- 
lic utilities in the interests of the consumers, and 
it will be even more difficult to regulate industry 
as a whole. The owners of industry will struggle 
for high prices and for low costs, and will try to 
break or discredit anyone who gets in their way. 


It will, indeed, be a fight. And it will be a fight

A CHANCE TO END GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Never since our two great land transportation sys- 
tems, the highway and the railroad, reached major 
development and presented the traveling public with 
the peril of death traps wherever their branches 
cross, has there been so great an opportunity as the 
present for elimination of this danger. The Govern- 
ment’s public works program is broad enough to 
include a nation-wide campaign for separation of 
crossings. States and cities are taking advantage of 
it. They should press their projects to the fullest 
extent possibile, for it will mean a saving of innum- 
erable lives. It will mean a record of aceomplish- 
ment within a year or so that otherwise could not 
be attained in a generation or longer. 

After lengthy trial of protective devices, such as 
signals, bells, gates and watchmen, the verdict is that 
these are of little avai] in preventing atcidents: that 
the only remedy is in underpasses and overpasses, 
But the railroads and the units of government have 
lacked sufficient funds to do this work as speedily 
as it should be done. In fact, the number of grade 
crossings is steadily gaining, so rapid is the growth 
of highways and so slow the progress of elimination. 
In 1924, there were 237,000 crossings in the country, 
and in 1932 there were “245,000. The slaughter at 
these crossings has continued, until last year 1140 
persons met death in collisions there. 

The St. Louis public works program, recently pre- 
sented at Washington, includes an item of $1,400,000 
for crossing elimination, toward which the Govern- 
ment, if it accepts the plan, as seems likely, will 
advance 30 per cent. This will not go far toward 
ending the traffic traps within the city limits, and 
the local authorities realize this, for they ask in 
addition for $6,000,000 of the $12,000,000 proposed for 
use in the State for this purpose.

LONDON, July 3. 

HE declaration which the President has 
T reiectea was one of those diplomatic for- 

mulae which the governments resort to 
when they are unable to make decisions.

Yet, unless the British decide to go in 
our direction, the conference is from our 
point of view a failure, and we shall be 
compelled to proceed by ourselves without 
the support of concurrent action in other 
countries. We can, I suppose, succeed 
alone. But the experiment is more diffi- 
cult and more hazardous than if our price 
level rises with the world price level. That 
is why it is deeply desirable that we should 
find ways of persuading the British, who 
are tempted but hesitant, that our course 
is not only immediately successful but in 
the long run sound and under firm control. 
For they agree that we can inflate. What 
they need to be shown is that we really 
have the will to control inflation. To do 
that, the administration must in the near 
future taKe some action which proves that 
it is not infected, even unconsciously, by a 
speculative fever. Any action which dem- 
onstrates that the ticker is not determining 
our policy will do. 

It is too early to say what will be the ef- 
fect of this second dashing of hopes at Lon- 
don, but I think it is clear that, unless the 
administration takes some action to prove 
that it is in control of the American in- 
flation, the purpose which we came to Lon- 
don to achieve—that is, to persuade the 
sterling bloc to join with us in a parallel 
policy—is for the time being defeated. The

Neat Job. 


NEAT job of strategy was put 
Aover by laborites at the first 

fair-trade code hearing of the 
Nationa] Industrial Recovery Ad- 
ministration. 
The code of the textile industry 
was under consideration. Written 
by the manufacturer, it proposed 
certain concession to labor in the 
form of a 40-hour week and a mini- 
mum wage. But nothing was said 
in the code about eliminating the 
notorious “stretch-out system,” long 
bitterly fought by mill workers. The 
“stretch-out system” is a speeding- 
up process whereby men are worked 
to fullest capacity handling more 
looms than labor considers human- 
ly fair for average men. 
Labor leaders wanted to launch 
an attack on the code on this point. 
But they figured it would be much 
more effective if the challenge came 
from a “disinterested” source. So 
they arranged just that. 
They got in touch with dynamic, 
wiry little Senator “Jimmy” Byrnes 
and explained what they wanted. A 
close friend of the President, and 
with a large mill-worker constitu- 
ency in his home State of South 
Carolina, Byrnes readiiy promised | 
to aid. 
‘Loward the close of the first morn- 
ing’s hearing he rose and asked for 
a few moments’ time. This was 
immediately granted by General 
Hugh Johnson, with whom Byrnes 
had previously conferred. Jimmy 
then raised the issue of the “stretch- 
out system.” He suggested that a 
special committee of employers and 
workers be named to work out un 
agreement. 


Johnson seized the idea and im- 
mediately announced that he would 
appoint such a committee. The in- 
cident took only a few minutes, and 
labor had scored a very important 
victory.

DR. PORTER HAILS ‘REBIRTH 
OF A VIGOROUS NATIONALISM’ 


In Sermon at First Congregational 
Church, He Denounces “Irrational 
Internationalism.” 


“The rebirth of a vigorous na- 
tionalism” was hailed by the Rev. 
Dr. Robert Porter in his sermon 
yesterday at First Congregational 
Church. 

“For 15 years,” Dr. Porter said, 
“America has been following the 
mirage of an irrational internation- 
alism and has been sending innum- 
erable and expensive delegations to 
futile European conferences. We 
have gained nothing but the in- 


creased ill-will of those with whom 
we endeavored to co-operate; we 
have learned much, especially that 
each European country is looking 
out for itself—France is not co-op- 
erating with us; she is conniving 
against us; and we have lost more 
—we loaned billions to Europe 
when she begged on her knees, and 
now she makes faces at us and calls 
us names. The gold transfusion 
from vigirous Uncle Sam to old Eu- 
rope was not appreciated by the 
patient and greatly jeopardized the 
life of a willing America. 

“On the wave of irrational inter- 
nationaalism, which is spending it- 
self, some of our citizens went so 
far as to pooh-pooh patriotism. 
Some have so far forgotten the 
blood with which their freedom was 
bought that they have declared 
they would not serve as chaplains 
to our American boys were they 
again’ called to the colors, and the 
trenches. We all hate war, but such 
an attitude is idiotic, as well as un- 
patriotic. - 

“Rational nationalism will be 
concerned about setting its own 
house in order, rather than med- 
dling with others: rt will, so far as 
possible, become seif-sufficient eco- 
nomically; it will give most atten: 
tion to the development of its nome 
markets, which in the United States 
consume over 90 per cent of our 
products; it will preserve and per- 
petuate the ideals that made us 
great.”

WHEAT CURTAILMENT 


Meeting at Sydney Conditions 
Plan on Obtaining European 
Co-operation. 


By the Associated Press. 
SYDNEY, Australia, July 3—Ap- 


proval in principle and with reserva- 
tions of restriction of wheat exports 
has been given by a meeting of Aus- 
tralian states with the Federal 
Government, it is announced in a 
statement by J. G. Latham, Minis- 
ter of Industry. 

The reservations include the ob- 


taining of co-operation from Eu- 
ropean wheat producing and ex- 
porting countries and provision that 
the scheme be considered “fair to 
Australian interests.” 


The Federal Government's in- 
structions to the Australian delega- 
tion at the world economic confer- 
ence regarding wheat _ restriction 
were contained in a cable to Stan- 
ley M. Bruce, Australian High Com- 
missioner at London. 

The cable reads: “This confer- 
ence is emphatically of the opinion 
that the major financial and eco- 
nomic problems before the confer- 
ence should be dealt with before 
such specific subjects as wheat and 
furthermore it disapproves of the 
principle of restriction of produc- 
tion as a remedy for the world de- 
pression although it recognizes that 
in the case of wheat an orderly 
marketing of existing world sup- 
plies would considerably relieve the 
situation. 
“Moreover, in view of the posi- 
tion which wheat assumed at the 
world conference, this conference 
recognizes that Australia should 
agree in principle with the tem- 
porary scheme for limitation of 
wheat export provided the scheme 
be fair to Australian interests and 
that not only the four principal 
wheat exporting countries (the 
United States, Canada, Argentina 
and Australia) but also European 
wheat producing and- exporting 
countries effectively co-operate in 
the scheme. 
“The conference approves in 
principle that on account of the 
existing world surplus there should 
be no accumulation in Australia

R. TOOGOOD of Philadelphia

North—Four no trumps. An em- 
phatic acceptance of the slam try, 
showing high cards in both unbid 
suits and also, by implication, the 
inclusion of at least one high heart 
honor in the heart support prom- 
ised by the first raise. He is prac- 
tically saying: “I very nearly gave 
you a forcing raise to three on the 
first round.” 

South — Six hearts. “At worst,” 
he thinks, “my partner has K 10 of 
clubs, so that I will have a finesse 
for six hearts. Probably I will have 
a finesse for seven, but, after all, 
North might have three small 
spades and only A-Q of clubs and 
K-Q of diamonds, and two finesse 
offer too high a risk. If my part- 
ner has two aces in his hand, he 
will presumably take me to seven 
if I now jump to six, and the grand 
slam will then be the right bid.” 

This reasoning is undoubtedly 
justified. As the cards lay, six was 
the most that should be bid, and 
this would be a spread against any 
reasonable spade d‘stribution. Open- 
er cannot at this point allow for 
there being five spades to’ precisely 
the Q@ 10 8 in West’s hand, in 
spite of. his own freakish distribu- 
tion. .North’s bidding, moreover, 
seems to show a fairly normal dis- 
tribution, with shortness in spades, 
if anywhere. 

A Fatal Though Almost Obligatory 
a Double. 

West doubled the bid of six 
hearts and led the king of dia- 
monds.. Declarer trumped; drew 
trumps, winning the second round 
in dummy; then led the queen of 
diamonds, discarding the club. He 
was now able to discard a spade 
on the diamond jack and trump the 
two other losing spades, then mak- 
ing his contract He played this 
hand very well. From West’s dou- 
ble he inferred that the spade suit 
was massed against him, so he did 
not risk a ruff by trying to cross- 
ruff the hand until the spades were 
cleared. He took immediate ad- 
vantage of the favorable opening 
lead and made the only safe play 
as a consequence. 

Poor Defense. 

At the same time West should not 
have given him this chance. From 
the bidding he knows that there is 
practically no possibility of his 
partner taking a trump trick. 
From his own hand he knows that 
South’s slam is bid entirely on dis- 
tributional grounds. Therefore, he 
should lead trump, this being the 
only lead which will not sacrifice or 
jeopardize a high card in his hand. 
Possibly Declarer cannot afford to 
lead trumps éven once, with so 
many spades to ruff. West should 
safeguard his strength in three 
suits and drop two of Declarer's 
trumps together by leading his lone} 
trump.

Convalescence 


HE acutely sick person ordinar- 
Ty finds himself the concern of 

his little world. He develops 4 
sense of self-importance which rep- 
resents, in the phrase of .Charles 
Lamb, “the puffy state of sick- 
ness.” 7 
Once having passed the acute 
stage of the illness, the sick individ- 
ual is likely to shrink back to his 
pristine stature, at times even be- 
coming spiritually and emotionally, 
dwarfed. 
Modern medical science is begin- 
ning to appreciate the importance 
of the convalscence period. Thisis 
particularly to be seen in the care 
now accorded to those recovering 
from the more serious illnesses. 
However, this improvement in the 
care of the sick is not extended aij 
along the line. The individual re- 
covering from a bad case of flu, 
from a severe case of measles, or 
from scarlet fever, is also in need 
of intelligent convalescent care. 
Convalescence has both a medi- 
cal and a psychologic aspect. _Med- 
ically, it is our obligation to see 
that the convalescent does not de- 
velop complications. Also he must 
not be permitted to return to full 
and active life before his strength 


Psychologically, it is our job to 
keep the convalescent from sinking 
into a state of self-pity and spirit- 
ual debasement, or “to fall out of 
line in the march of time.” 
Perhaps the most important thing 
in the convalescent care of the pa- 
tient is to keep him occupied. As 
long ago as\172 A. D. Galen wrote, 
“Employment is nature’s best physt- 
cian.” 


In line with this, our hospitals 
have developed what is known as 
occupational therapy, which has 
been defined as any activity, mental 
or physical, definitely prescribed 
and guided, for the distinct purpose 
of hastening recovery from disease 
and injury.
